GENERAL GORDON’S LIEUTENANT, WHO DIDN’T WISH 


TO BE RESCUED BY STANLEY. 


EMIN PASHA AND MR. 
STANLEY. 


THERE must be something very fascinating about 
travel in Central Africa, or such heroes as Dr. 
Livingstone, General Gordon, and Mr. Henry M. 
Stanley would not have returned with zestful 
devotion to so sunny a clime. The latest news 
adds to the suspenseful interest which Mr. 
Stanley and Emin Pasha must excite in all who 
have followed their movements. It will be re- 
membered that it was avowedly in order to rescue 
EMIN PASHA (DR. SCHNITZLER) 
from his presumably perilous position as one of 
General Gordon’s old Lieutenant-Governors in a 
beleaguered camp, that Stanley left England in 
the early part of last year, the Lord Mayor and 


the Prince and Princess of Wales’ having 
vied with each other in offering hospitable 


farewells to the intrepid American voyager. 
We give a Drawing of a notability of the 
kind Mr. Stanley may have met with on his 
adventurous expedition up the River Congo, 
viz., N’Ganga N’Kissi, a native medicine man, 
curing witchcraft at Lukunga, from a sketch by 
Mr. Herbert Ward, and we also print a portrait 
of Dr. Schnitzler, the brave Austrian traveller, 
who has remained at the post Gordon appointed 
him to, and who appears to have philosophically 
laughed at the notion of Stanley proceeding to 
rescue him. 

Dr. Felken, of Edinburgh, has received letters 
from Dr. Emin Pasha, the last of which was dated 
Nov. 2, 1887. Upto that date he had heard no 
news of Mr. Stanley or his expedition. If he had 
only sufficient soldiers at his disposal they would 
enable him to obtain a very speedy concession of 
his requests and wishes. If Mr. Stanley arrived, 
as he hoped he might do in November, many of 
his difficulties would be removed; not that he 
intended to undertake any warlike enterprise— 
that was very far from his desire—but the mere 
fact that he had received supplies would, he con- 
fidently expected, soon bring to an end the 
quarrels among his childish neighbours. The 
war between Uganda and Unjora continued, but 
all other tribes near his district were perfectly 
friendly. Emin Pasha himself was well and in 
good spirits, and was intending to take a journey 
towards the west to send on his letters. He 
announced that he had sent several boxes full of 
collections of birds, &c., to the British Museum, 
addressed to Professor Flowers. 


IS STANLEY THE “WHITE PASHA”? 


It was reported from St. Paul de Loanda on 
June .20 that unfavourable news (which, was 
received with a great grain of salt) had been 
received of Mr. H. M. Stanley’s expedition from 
the Upper Congo at Leopóldville. According to 
the alleged stories of Mr. Stanley’s deserters, 
Mr. Stanley’s journey through forest country 
bevond the Upper Aruwhimi country was dis- 
puted by native tribes, and in the course of a 
conflict with them he was severely wounded by 
an arrow. A doleful story is told of the fortunes 
of the expedition, and we are to believe, accord- 


ing to its details, that with forces diminished by > 


desertion, and by the death and disappearance of 
his Soudanese, he had been forced to fall back 
upon the reserve of provisions intended for 
Emin Pasha, and was hard pressed. But this 
bad news is discredited. Still, it was stated that 
the men being collected by Mr. Herbert Ward 
were awaited, in order to organise a fresh and 
powerful expedition, the command of which 
would be given to Major Barttelot, who has 
returned from Stanley Falls, whither he pro- 
ceeded to make arrangements with Tippoo Tib. 
* * * * 

Now for the ‘ White Pasha“! The Souakim 
Correspondent of the Times “wired *” home on 
June 22 (the intelligence being credited by the 
British military intelligence department at that 
Red Seaport) : — 

“Several independent reports made by 
refugees from Berber and Khartoum, and by 
deserters from Osman Digma’s force, confirm the 
rumours that ‘a white Pasha’—generally believed 
to be Mr. H. M. Stanley—with an army has 
arrived at Bahr-el-Gazelle. Further reports are 
spreading all over the Soudan that this army has 
conquered the country traversed throughout its 
march. The Khalifa Abdullah is reported to be 
greatly alarmed at the appearance of a supposed 
English expedition in his rear.” 

Gallant and valorous Henry M. Stanley has an 
exceptional faculty for surprising the world by 
his intrepidity. - Wherefore, we should not be in 
the least surprised were this “White Pasha”” to 
turn out to be our bold pioneer of civilisation in 
Central Africa, Mr. Stanley.

ANOTHER LITTLEINDIAN WAR. 


WE recall a memorable incident of the Afghan 
War which one of the great political blunders of 
the Beaconsfield-Salisbury Government landed 
England into, because a gallant namesake of the 
Major Wigram Battye killed as depicted by Mr. 
R. Caton Woodville at the Battle of Futtehabad, 
April 30, 1879, has, eleven years later, met with 
his death on the Afghan frontier of India. 

The Calcutta Correspondent of the Times in- 
formed us on June 24 that, ‘ We are unfortu- 
nately likely to be involved in another small 
frontier war. Colonel Battye, of the 5th 
Ghoorkas, Captain Urmston, of the 6th Punjaub 
Infantry, one havildar, and five Ghoorka sepoys 
have been killed at Cherkalan, on the Agror 
border, by a body of Akozais, a Black Mountain 
tribe. Colonel Battye had with him fifty-eight 
Ghoorkas and nineteen policemen, with whom 


| he had ascended the Barcha spur for exercise, 


and while attempting to return by way of Chil- 
labal and Kunjal, just within our border, a 
havildar with the rearguard was shot by some 
mountaineers. Colonel Battye and Captain 
Urmston went to his assistance, and while the 
officers were placing the havildar in a dandy they 
were attacked in force and killed. The main 
body of the Ghoorkas attacked the tribesmen 
and repulsed them, and succeeded in bringing in 
the bodies.“

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taken to Abbottabad and buried 
there on Wednesday with military 
honours. The Punjaub Govern- 
ment desired to punish the Akazais 
for their misconduct last spring by 
an expedition, but the Government 
of India negatived the proposal. 
The tribe were placed under 
blockade, and the outpost at Oghi 
was strengthened to guard against 
surprise.

THE ENDEAVOUR TO 
CLEANSE THE 
AUGEAN STABLE OF 
THE TURF. 


Interest in honest racing is so 
ineradicably ingrained in every 
Briton that we are certain thou- 
sands of readers of The Penny 
Illustrated Paper all the world over 
will value our Artist’s sketches in 
Court of the personages more or 
less connected with the great Turf 
Trial of 
WOOD v. COX. 

The first of the libel suits arising 
out of what are known as the Turf 
scandals (a standing reproach to 
the Aristocracy that tolerates them) 
came before the Lord Chief Justice and a special 
jury, in the Queen’s Bench Division, on Tuesday 
week, the plaintiff being Mr. Charles Wood, the 
famous jockey, and the defendant Mr. W. H. 
Cox, proprietor of the Licensed Victuallers’ Gazette. 
Both are portrayed in our two-page Illustration. 
Great interest was evinced in the case, the court 
being crowded with trainers, jockeys, and well- 
known racing men. Among those present were 
the Duchess of Montrose (known on the Turf as 
“Mr. Manton’’), the Duke of Beaufort, Lords 
Arthur and Edward Somerset, Lord Durham, 
Lord Lurgan, Lord Marcus Beresford, Lord 
Elcho, Lord Hastings, Lord Cardross, Sir George 
Chetwynd, Sir John Astley, General Owen 
Williams, Mr. Fitzwilliam, and the Hon. George 
Lambton. The action was brought to recover 
damages for libel, the plaintiff, in his statement 
of claim, setting out that the defendant, on 
Noy. 25, 1887, published of him, in his calling of 
professional jockey, these words :— 

How about the ing of Success at Lewes and Alex- 

andra Park, when Charlie Wood nearly pulled its head off 
on occasion! 
The plaintiff attributed to these words the mean - 
ing that he unfairly and dishonestly ridden 
Success, and had prevented it from winning, and 
he alleged that in consequence of the publication 
he had been greatly injured in his professional 
credit and reputation, and had been exposed to 
contempt and hatred, and had suffered great 
pain and distress. The defendant, by his plead- 
ings, admitted the publication of the words, but 
denied malice, and alleged that the words were 
true in substance and in fact; that the plaintifi, 
in the Juvenile Plate at Lewes, and in the Racing 
Plate at Alexandra Park, unlawfully and dis- 
honestly rode Success, and did not do his best to 
win the races in which he rode the said race- 
horse, and prevented it winning. On the swear- 
ing of the jury, a licensed victualler was objected 
to, and he withdrew; and, on the suggestion of 
his Lordship, a second juror retired, and the case 
was tried by eleven jurymen. 

Sir Henry James having lucidly stated Wood’s 
2 to the best of his ability, called, as the first 
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WOOD'S WITNESSES, 
the well-known jockey, Thomas Weldon, who 
believed Success was beaten on his merits at 
Sandown Park in the September of 1887, and at 
Alexandra Park in November. Weldon said, I 
have heard of Wood pulling horses, but that is 


said of all jockeys that Llaiow about” (Laughter). 
}

Another jockey, William Robinson, gave similar 
evidence; adding, I was also at the race at 
Derby, and there Success got the best of the 
start, and had the advantage by about three 
lengths. That was also a six-furlong race.” 
Alfred White, jockey, also thought Wood rode 
Success fairly. 
CHARLES WOOD HIMSELF, 

examined by Mr. Lockwood, said he had been a 
jockey for eighteen years. He was apprenticed 
to Mr. Joseph Dawson, and rode for his stable 
until he died. He rode up to the end of the 
season in 1867. During his career he had ridden 
over 2000 races, and had won 631 of them. He 
bad ridden for General Peel, Lord Stamford, Mr. 
George Payne, Mr. Crawfurd, Prince Batthyany, 
the Dukes of Beaufort, Westminster, Hamilton, 
Portland, and St. Albans, Lord Cadogan, Lord 
Hartington, and other gentlemen. 

The witness said that his -license from the 
Jockey Club was not renewed in 1888. He had 
a retainer of £300 from Sir George Chetwynd. 
His total earnings for the last four years 
amounted to about £4000 a year. (But it will be 
observed that Wood later on owned that his 
total income amounted to considerably more.) 
He rode the horse Success on two occasions. He 
ran very badly in his trial with Tommy Upton at 
Sandown Park. A straight level course would 
suit him better than a round or hilly one. 
Success was afterwards tried with a horse named 
Cambria. He was a bad horse, in the witness’s 
opinion, being 5 Ib. or 61b. worse than another 
horse named Stillwater. The witness rode 
Success at Lewes races, riding 8st. 7 Ib. He 
got well «way, but Primrose Boy won the race, 
and Success was third. He persevered to the 
finish. Witness further said that at the Alex- 
andra Park races he again rode Success. The 
horse got well away and lay third for some time; 
but in coming round the rails, in order to pre- 
vent the horse striking into another horse’s heels, 
the witness pulled him to the right, and then 
drew up to the leading horses. The horse after- 
wards changed his legs several time, and was 
hopelessly beaten. He had authority from 


“General Owen Williams to back his horses occa- 


sionally, but not on that occasion. The witness 
had £10 on the horse. 

Mr. Lockwood: When did you first hear of 
the suggestion that you had ridden the horse 
unfairly ?—I saw it the Licensed Victuallers’ 
Gazette. On Jan. 13 last he went before the

I read that speech, but did not know that it 


stewards, and subsequently he was told that his 
license would not be renewed. On the occasions 
of his being before the Jockey Club he was

Cross-examined, Charles Wood admitted that 
General Owen Williams told him at Manchester, 
on Nov. 23 or 24, that he had had a conversation 
with White as to the successful running of the 
horse at Derby, and asked him how he could 
account forit, and White said it was the change 
of the jockey made the difference, I having 
ridden the horse at Alexandra Park, and Warne 
having ridden him at Derby.” 

Did you understand that to mean that you had 
not ridden the horse honestly at Alexandra Park 
and at Lewes?—I understood it so, and told 
General Williams there was no foundation for 
the charge. I saw the Licensed Victuallers’ Gazette 
on Nov. 26, and showed it to General Owen 
Williams. General Williams said it was desirablu 
in my own interest that there should be an 
inquiry by the stewards of the Jockey Club. 
When General Williams told me what White had 
said, I myself suggested an inquiry. I told him 
he might have me warned off if I pulled tlie 
horse. When I took the paper to the General, I 
said, ‘‘ Look here, General, this is disgraceful.’’ 
I was anxious that proceedings should be taken. 
General Williams said Mr. Lowther was a friend 
of his, and he would consult him. Mr. Lowther 
was a steward of the Jockey Club, the other 
stewards being Lord Hastings and the Hon. 
H. W. Fitzwilliam, son of Lord Fitzwilliam. I 
came before the Jockey Club on Dec. 15. On

Sir Charles Russell: You have since brought 
an action against Lord Durham on the ground 
that you were the jockey mentioned, and he has 
avowed that you were?—Yes. Lord Durham 
publicly avowed that Sherrard’s stable was the 
one referred to, and that I was the jockey, and I 
brought an action. I heard that Sir G. Chet- 
d had taken steps against Lord Durham 
when I went to Mr. Greenfield, my present 
solicitor. 
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Who took you to Mr. Greenfield?—The Duke 
of Beaufort. He has been a friend to me in this 
matter. 

Further cross - examined: For the last four 
years my Weatherby fees have averaged £1900 a 
year, and from other sources my income was 
made up to £4000 a year. That did not include 
my property. x 

Would that include your betting I have not 
reckoned it up. It would not iuclude the whole 
of my income from racing, which might be £5000 
or £6000 a year. My youngest child is twelve 
years old. I have five children. I have a house 
at Newmarket, and rent a house at Brighton. I 
have horses and ges. I have no valet. I 
have hunters aud hunt at Brighton. I own, 
besides my house, Lowther House, Newmarket ; 
also the Greyhound and Black Horse Hotels, and 
Chetwynd House, Station-road, called after the 
distinguished sporting nobleman of that name. 
Also the new training-stables close to Chetwynd 
House, known as Sherrard’s stables. There is 
accommodation there for forty-eight horses. 
Sherrard is my tenant; the stables are worth 
£500 a year. I also own two cottages, worth £20 
or £30 à year, in St. Mary’s-square, Newmarket, 
and some other small cottages, let at about 1s. 6d. 

a week. I have a share in a cooper's business 
the large co works at Limehouse. I have 
a little over in that. I have about 35 acres 
of land and a stable, used as a training estab- 
lishment, at Cheadley. I have £12,000 invested 
in Consols. That is about all I have. 

Re-examined by Sir Henry James: I com-

| ace, and have always lived economically, my 

| 287 expenditure being about £600 to £700. I 

ave been saving my money to make provision 
for my wife and five children. I have invested 
in Consols, and bought ae oe: of landed 
property. The cooperage business has paid me 
about 18 per cent.

‘large presents from owners—as much as £1000. 
No secret was made that a present of £1000 has 
been given to me after winning the Derby on two 
occasions. The Duchess of Montrose gave me 
£400 for winning the last Royal Hunt Cup. I 
have had many presents of £500.

expressed his satisfaction that Wood was not to 
blame in the matter of Success; and the gallant 
General frankly said he had not found racing at 
all a paying game. He had heard similar 
rumours to those about Wood applied to every 
jockey, except John Osborne. ‘There was a 
number of dishonest people who were incapable 
of believing that there was any honesty in other 
people (Applause in court). 

Sir John Astley said he did not see anything 
extraordinary in the riding of Wood. 

Mr. Robert Peck and his son both deposed that 
they thought Wood had ridden honestly ; but 
the former stated he had heard rumours to the 

_contrary for the past two years, but disbelieved 


7 them. 
Mr. J. F. Clarke, the judge at Lewes races, 
saw nothing in theriding of Wood to show that the 
| race was unfairly ridden. Cross-examined : He 
¡had heard rumours that Wood sometimes did 
not try to win, and he had seen him when he did 
not appear to try, but when he had no chance. 
Sir Charles Russell: Have you seen him in 
‘races when he did not appear to try to win ?— 
Jes; in one case. That was in the case of a 
-horse named Strathblane at Doncaster. The 
| witness’s attention was called to that fact by his 
‘deputy, who was in the box with him. He 
looked, and saw that Wood on that occasion, 
when a quarter of a mile from home, did not 
make any attempt to ride. ‘The witness, in 
reply to further cross-examination, said that an 
inquiry into the matter was held at Newmarket, 
A pr Wood was acquitted of the charge. 


SIR CHARLES RUSSELL’S SPEECH FOR MR. COX. 


Sir Charles Russell, in opening the case for the 
defendant, said. the question for the jury would 
be: Was this a libel, and what were the damages 
to be? So far as pecuniary injury was concerned, 
it was not a case of serious moment. He (Sir 
Charles) thought he was justified in saying that, 
according to all the witnesses called for the 
plaintiff, the reputaticn of Wood was not a high 
one. It could not be gainsaid that a substantial 
representative opinion of prominent racing men at 
least showed that a large section of the com- 
munity held the belief that Mr. Charles Wood 
had the reputation of pulling horses. There 
were people, the learned counsel observed, who 
believed that racing and betting were altogether 
horrible and damnable things, and that racing 
was an ignoble sport which nobody could have 
anything to do with without having his fingers 
soiled. with the pitch of corruption and dis- 
honesty, and that the turf world was little better 


when the 


than an assemblage of blacklegs. He should be 
sorry if that was well-founded. He was persuaded 
it was ill-founded. Horse-racing was the sport 
above all others in this country which com- 
manded the most public sympathy. It had great 
and dependent evils, no one could doubt. All 
who believed that the sport might be so con- 
ducted as to be a healthy recreation could not 
fail to take an interest in this case, the history of 
which disclosed an earnest attempt on the part of 
those who had regard for the true and manly 
interest of the sport to attempt to purify the 
atmosphere of it which had been so justly 
described as foul. He denied that the action of 
the Jockey Club was due to the article in the 
Licensed Victuallers’ Gazette. The onus of proving 
the libel to be true depended upon the plaintiffs. 
Having referred to the other action now pending, 
the learned counsel said he had conducted this 
case designedly and deliberately so as not in any 
way to mix up Lord Durham or Sir'George 
Chetwynd in the trial of the case. 

Sir Charles Russell on Monday concluded his 
speech for the defence, and proceeded to call 
witnesses. Lord Marcus Beresford, official starter 
for the Jockey Club, testified that Wood had a 
bad reputation for pulling horses; and Major 
Egerton, the official handicapper, similarly 


«stated that “as regards the pulling of horses 


and general malpractices on the turf, Wood’s 
character was as bad as it could be.” The 
Duchess of Montrose and Lord Dorchester gave 
evidence on the same point, and the Hon. G. 
Lambton, who saw the running of Success at 
Lewes, expressed the opinion that Wood could 
certainly have won if he had tried. Two jockeys 
who witnessed the victory of Success at Derby— 
plaintiff was not riding him— 
Lord March, one of the stewards of the 
Jockey Club, and several owners of race-horses, 
were subsequently called. Frederick Barrett, 


who is at the head of the winning jockeys for 


the year, said, “I was at the Derby races, and 
was on Indian Star in the same race as Success. 
It was a fair start, and, as Success was quick on 
his legs, he got away.” 

Sir Charles Hartopp on Tuesday said he closely 
watched the running of Success at Lewes, and 
was of opinion that Wood did not try to win, 
and that he certainly could have done so had he 
made an effort. He added that Wood had a 
bad reputation for dishonest riding. The witness 
was cross-examined at great length as to why 
he did not tell the owner of the horse, who was 
an old friend and an honourable man, of the 
fraud which he thought his jockey was com- 
mitting. Several owners of horses were examined 
as to Wood’s character on the turf. On the 
conclusion of the case for the defence, the 
Duke of Portland was called for the plaintiff, 
and said he continued to employ Wood 
until his license was revoked, thinking him 
an honest jockey. He, however, admitted the 
authorship of a letter to Lord Durham in which 
he spoke of all jockeys as thieves. Sir Hen 
James strengthened his case on Wednesday by 
calling Colonel Forester, Lord Alington, the 
Drxe of Beaufort, the Marquis of Hartington, 
the Earl of Westmoreland, and Sir Frederick 
Johnstone, whose evidence was to the effect that 
they placed no credence in the rumours adverse 
to Wood. Sir Charles Russell, in his speech for 
the defence, nevertheless maintained that 
Wood’s reputation was dumaged, and hoped the 
verdict would clear the atmosphere of the Turf. 
Sir Henry James, in reply, asserted that Sir 
Charles Russell had not been really fighting the 
battle of the Licensed Victuallers’ Gazette, but of 
Lord Durham, who was the real defendant in 
the case; and Sir Henry relied upon the eminent 
witnesses he had called in proof of Wood's 
honesty. 

Thedecision, which had not been arrived at when 
we went to press, was awaited with interest by 
the crowd of unwashed Turf followers in the 
Strand, and by the fashionable audience in Lord 
Chief Justice Coleridge’s Court. 


Mrs. Bovcrcauzr, whose maiden name was 
Agnes Robertson, petitioned for a divorce from 
her husband, Mr. Dion Boucicault, on the 
grounds of bigamy and adultery.

Ir was ascertained on Monday that the

given. Excluding the Challenge Cups, 
the value is about £12,500, the associa- 
tion giving nearly £10,000 of this 


amount. ‘The offices and all the more 


solid structures used during the meet- 
ing have now been put up, and the 
tramway laid down; while the ground 
for the many encampments has all 
been marked out, for the most part in 
the same positions as occupied by the 
various groups in recent years. The 
circumstance that this will probably be 
the last meeting of the association at 
Wimbledon is already attracting a 
great many visitors to see the pre- 
parations for the large encampment. 


NEW VERSION OF “FAUST” 
AND MARGHERITA. 


Evcene Courson, who was styled 
Prince de Chandernagore, was brought 
up on June 23 at the Hammersmith 
Police-Court on the charge of unlaw- 
fully taking away Margherita Perroni, 
aged sixteen, from the custody of her 
mother. According to the sworn in- 
formation of Madame Perroni, she was 
an opera singer, and she and her two 
daughters came to London on the in- 
vitation of the defendant, who pro- 
mised to find them employment. He 
had frequently requested her consent 
to his marriage with Margherita, but 
she always refused. On Thursday 
se'nnight his agent, Henry Lester, 
came to her house, and soon after his 
departure she found the girls had 
gone. It was discovered that they 
had been conveyed to the prisoner’s 
house, but they were eventually re- 
stored to their mother. The accused 
now made a statement, in the course 
of which he said he was deeply attached 
to Margherita, and wished to marry 
her. The Magistrate decided to re- 
mand him without bail. Here are the 
materials ready to hand for the new 
burlesque of “Faust” which Mr. 
Henry Pettitt and Mr. G. R. Sims are 
commissioned to write for the Gaiety 
Theatre. A London edition of “Faust” 
would tell well. 


CAPTAIN DALRYMPLE’S 
MURDER. 

Ar Liverpool news has been received 
of the murder of Captain Dalrymple, 
who was attached to the Gold Coast 
Government, and who was shot dead 
after mediating between two rival 
native tribes at Kripi, a little distance 
from the coast. 

The Captain, who was confident that 
he could settle the differences and pre- 
vent a war between the combatant 
tribes, proceeded into the country with 
only one Houssa soldier and a number 
of hammock-bearers. He accomplished 
his mission, but was treacherously shot. 
His body was subsequently recovered 
and interred at the Gold Coast, where 
preparations were being made to send 
an expedition of punishment to the 
Kripi country. A German expedition, 
which set out some time ago to explore 
the interior of the country near 
Cameroons, was set upon by natives, 
and it is said that eighteen of the 
German force were killed. 


MILITARY MISHAPS. 

A PRIVATE of the 2nd Grenadiers, has 
shot a havildar in charge of the quarter- 
guard at Poonah. ‘The assassin was 
sentry over the treasure-chest. He 
absconded with a rifle and nineteen 
cartridges, but was eventually arrested 
by the head-constable, with his loaded 
rifle and at full cock. 

An inquest was held on Saturday at 
Penally, near Tenby, on the body of 
Lieutenant Blakey, of the Royal North 
Lancashire Regiment, whose body was 
found on the previous day floating in 


the sea at Giltar Head, and was brought 


ashore. The jury returned a verdict of 
found drowned. 


MORE ABOUT 
MR.STANLEY’S EXPEDITION. 
Tue following are some further par- 
ticulars from Brussels regarding Mr. 
Herbert Ward’s mission to Boma, 
undertaken at the request of Major 
Barttelot. Mr. Ward left Yambunga 
on March 27 last in a large native 
canoe, and came down the Congo 
with the current. After several days’ 
navigation, he reached Bamgalas, and 
found that the steamer Stanley had just 
left for Leopoldville. Mr. Ward accord- 
ingly continued his journey down the 
river in the canoe, and at Equator 
station came up with the Stanley, on 
which he at once embarked. He 
reached Leopoldville on April 19, 
arrived at Matadi on the 27th, and by 
the following day was at Boma. Find- 
ing the steamer Belgique at that place, 
he embarked on the same day for 
Banana, where he caught the Portu- 
guese muil-boat to St. Paul de Loanda, 
whence he forwarded to the Committee 
of the Emin Pasha Relief Expedition 
the despatch received a month ago. 

When passing Bangalas, Mr. Ward 
ere Lieutenant Van Kerkhoven, the 

elgian Commandant of the station, 
some information respecting the situ- 
ation at Major Barttelot’s camp at 
Yambunga, and the state of affairs at 
Stanley Falls, where Tippoo Tib, who 
had made himself complete master of 
the surrounding country, was sur- 
prised at the non - arrival of the 
military assistance which had been 
promised by the Government of the 
Congo State to consolidate his autho- 
rity. On learning these particulars 
from Mr. Ward, Lieutenant Van 
Kerkhoven immediately embarked on 
board the steamer belonging to the In- 
ternational African Association, with 
the intention of proceeding, in the first 
instance, to Aruwhimi to take aid, in 
the shape of provisions, to Major 
Barttelot, pending the arrival of the 
stores being conveyed thither by Cap- 
tain Van Gele and Mr. Ward. 

On leaving Aruwhimi Lieut. Van 
Kerkhoven will ascend the Congo to the 
Falls to announce to Tippoo Tib the 
arrival of the military expedition under 
Captain Van Gele, which the Arab 
Governor has been expecting. As soon 
as the Governor of the Congo State 
learned the object of Mr. Ward’s 
journey he sent instructions to the 
authorities of Boma to afford him 
every facility in engaging his porters, 
who were consequently all assembled 
and at Mr. Ward’s disposal by the 
time he had returned to Boma from 
St. Paul de Loanda, that is, on May 18 
last. 


BOATING DISASTERS. 

On Saturday evening last a sad boating 
fatality, by which two persons lost 
their lives, occurred at Matlock Bridge. 
A young man named William Smith 
and Miss Annie Knowles, the teacher 
at Tansley public schools, went on the 
river Derwent in a small boat. The 
lady, who was rowing, lost one of her 
sculls, and, leaning over the side, tried 
to recover it. Smith did the same, 
with the result that the boat overturned 
and both were thrown into the water. 
Smith disappeared, and his body was 
not recovered until after midnight. 
Miss Knowles was rescued, but died 
soon afterwards. 


CHANNEL COLLISION. 
Last Sunday morning the steam-ship 
Parkmore arrived at Plymouth, and 
landed the shipwrecked crews, thirty- 
four in all, of the steam-ship Ægean, 
of Leith, and the German ship North- 
ampton, both of which were sunk in 
collision about one o’clock on Saturday 
morning. Thenightwas bright. The 
Northampton was going westward 
with all sails set, and the Ægean was 
steaming at full speed for St. George’s 
Channel. It was found that the whole 
of the crews of the two ships had been 
saved with the exception of the second 
officer and a seaman of the North- 
ampton, who were thought to have 
gone down with the vessel. 


THE 

MILITARY TOURNAMENT. 
On Saturpay, at the Agricultural Hall, 
Islington, the Military Tournament of 
1888 came to a close. In the afternoon 
and evening, besides the usual spec- 
tacular displays, a number of ties in 
the various contests were settled in the 
presence of crowded audiences, which 
promised a substantial addition to the 
already satisfactory receipts. The 
names of the takers of first prizes, 
who, as a rule, won in addition 
the enthusiastic plaudits of thousands 
of unofficial critics massed round the 
arena and in the galleries, were, in 
the afternoon, Corporal G. M‘Laren, 
Royal Horse Guards, fencing ; Corporal 
M'Laren, Royal Horse Guards, single- 
stick; Sergeant Bishop, 2nd Dragoon 
Guards, heads and posts; Sergeant- 
MajorA. W. Waite, 3rd Hussars, lemon- 
cutting; Sergeant-Major A. W. Coch- 
rane, 4th Hussars, tilting at the ring ; 
and Sergeant-Major Woodgett, 16th 
Lancers, tent-pegging; and, in the 
evening, Sergeant W. Vickery, 12th 
Lancers, sword against sword (mount- 
ed); Fencing-Instructor Butt, llth 
Hussars, sword against bayonet (a 
dismounted competition); Sergeant- 
Major Woodgett, 16th Lancers, sword 
against lance (mounted); Sergeant T. 
H. Faulkner, 15th Hussars, sword 
(mounted) against bayonet (dis- 
mounted). B Battery B Brigade 
R.H.A. was first in trotting and 
alloping competition, and the Royal 
Trish Lancers were decided to be better 
than the Royal Scots Greys in their 
cavalry display. 


THE FREEMASONS. 

Tux prizes to the pupils of the Royal 
Masonic Institution for Boys were dis- 
tributed on Saturday by Colonel E. C. 
Malet De Carteret, Provincial Grand 
Master of Jersey, at the schools, 
Wood-green, N. ‘There was a very 
large and fashionable company present, 
including, as it did, many well-known 
Masons. The principal winners were 
G. Wilson, who obtained the silver 
medal for good conduct, and E. T. 
Platt, who took the Canonbury gold 
medal—given every year to the 
favourite of the school, he being 
chosen as such by the unanimous 
and unbiassed vote of his fellows and 
the silver watch and chain for general 
good conduct given on his leaving 
the school. A large number of prizes 
(over eighty) were distributed. The 
proceedings were enlivened by vocal 
and instrumental music, and two plays 
were acted, at the conclusion of which 
Brother Broadley, of the Drury-Lane 
Lodge, said he had had the difficult 
task of judging who should be the 
winner of the Dramatic Ability ” 
prize, given by Brother Augustus 
Harris. On consideration he awarded 
it to two of the boys, one having two 
guineas and the other one guinea. 
A vote of thanks to Colonel Carteret 
was carried with acclamation. At the

A CROWN PRINCE'S JEWELS. 
Tun Crown Prince of Sweden, who is 
staying at Franzensbad with the 
Crown Princess of Austria, has been 
the victim of an audacious theft at his 
hotel. A thief entered his Royal 
Highness's apartment, broke open his 
jewel-case, and made off with about 
£20,000 worth of property, including 
some trinkets of great historical and 
artistic value.
